rushed into the water and was 
soon at the boy's side, but was 
caught in such « manner around 
the limbs by the drowning lad 
that he became helpless and 
both would have drowned had 
not Captam C. M. Phitter gone 
to his rescue and caught him by 
the top of the head when he 
was being dragged down for 
the third time. 

The boy's body was also re- 
covered by Capuin Phiater in 
about ten minutes after it had 
sank. 

Physicians worked for some 
time endeavoring to resuscitate 
life, but the vital spark bad 
fled and could not be rekindled. 

Tlie boy Itelonged to one of 
the best c*>lored families in tlie 
city and tho sympathy of the 
community goe.s out to the 
tricken and sorely grieved pa* 
rents.
